HON. FOSTER BLODGRTT. 

It was kpowa that for some time past he had 
been suffering from an attack of typhoid fever, 
but no apprebension was felt as to the result. 
On Friday it was reported that Mr. Biod- 
gett was muca better, and that his speedy 
cecyvery was looked for Alter the cessa - 
tion of the fever, his system gave way to an 
attack of diarrhea, which culminated ip 

His DEATH 
shortly aftr eight o'clock Monday morning. He 
died pesxeeiuly and surrounded by his femfly 
and frieuds. 

The regret at his sudden and unexpec ed 
demise was not coufilued to his late poiitical 
friends but Was joined in by many who had 
knowu him and who were politically his oppo- 
Lents 

Foster Biodgett was a man of warm per onal 
atiachments and of s genial nature 
Abat no political acrimouy could 
dieterb. In the days of his greatest 
power he never. sought unworthy means to 
thwart «foe. He had traite of character, 80-~ 
@ially, that were adinirable,and he asiope, of 
ali bis associdtes in our darkesi days retained 
dhe personal reep*ctof «large number of his 
polities! adversaries. Foster Bioagett had 
many enemics and the faulw common to our 
humanity, but he bad a warm heart, a generous 
pature aud an equabie temperament that made 
him a tavorite with many of his [eilow-citizens., 
Of late days he has bad an evident desire w be 
vi some use in the restoration of harmouy apd 
good feeling amoug the peupie.

The congregation of wh ch 
he has had charge is one of the very largest in 
the city and embraces many of th» most promi- 
pent citizsns of our Christian community, It 
has always cherished tae warmest affection for 
the pastor and felt in him and his labore a pride 
comme su’ate with the deserts of the 

EMINENT SCHOLAR AND DIVINE. 

Dr. Harrison has a great reputation, built 
upon the solid besis of attainments and accep- 
table labors, and but for his own retiring na~ 
ture, preferring quiet study and thought to de- 
monstrative methods, he would rank 
as one of the leading and 
brilliant lights of the American pulpit 

His delivery is measured and calm, ouly oc- 
casioually amounting to fervid deciamation, 
but always reaching sucha climax with such 
ne ural elevations as to render it intensely ef- 
feciive tn bis discourse. He is a constant stu- 
dent amd posresses ® remarkably rare library, 
the accumulations of yoars, and coptaining 
books of ancient dates and considerable yalue, 
because of theirecarcity. Iu scientife and jit- 
erary knowledge he is specilly profound and 
has often delighted the public with articles and 
lectures full of interceitng information. In 
biblical history aud lore he has few equals. 

Hi8 REMOVAL 
from this charge, by reason of his election to 
the chaplaingy of the national house of repre- 
sentatives, has caused the un versal regret of 
this community.

legisiature in 1:63 elecied twu senators to selve, 
one unti! March 1873, and the other wotil March, 
1871, and that it was the province of the legis 
lature to be elected in November, 1670, and 
which would sit in January, J87l, to elect 
their successors, and not the then legislature. 
Hon. Joshua Hill, then senator {n congress, 
from Georgia, opposed Mr. Biodgett’s admis- 
sion, and the senate did not admit him.

The sermon was devoted to a discussion of the 
human ideals of heaven, es iliustrated by the 
comparisous of it, made in reripture, with 
earthly types of habitation, counwies, ygovern- 
ment, society and religious organization.

SHATTERING A VIIREOUS DOMIUILE. 

‘Our friends of the Macon Telegraph 
sometimes make an exceedingly wise 
remark, and in the wide range covered 
by arguments on the capital 
question they sometimes arrive at 
wholesome as well 2s logical conciu- 
sions.

This result was obtained 
through an amendment providing that 
four full cavalry regifMents shall be 
stationed along the Rio Grande. _ The 
tiling up of these regiments will not, 
we presume, carry the aggregate 
strength of the army beyond . 20,000 
men. Without this amendment no re- 
duction was possible ; for tie solid re- 
publican vote was reinforced by the 
delegations from Texas and Arkansas, 
aud by a couple of stray democratic 
votes. The members from Texas 
either want, or are afraid of, 
a war with Mexico, and _ the 
cities that have not recovered from 
the communist scare of last snmmer, 
also want more troops. Such papers as 
the Louisville Courier-Journal and the 
St. Louis Republican represent the lat- 
ter class. But the great mass of the dem- 
ocratic party sees no need of an expen- 
sive standing army at the present time, 
and the representatives of the party so 
voted in the house, with the exceptions 
we have named. Not a republican vote 
was cast in favor of a reduction of the 
army, the effort in favor of economy 
coming whoily from the democratic side 
of the house. 

The republican party can be relied 
ou hereaf:er to favor a large standing 
army. For what? Not to repel invas 
jon—not toinvade other countr.es — not 
to repress unfriendly savages, for we 
have none at present in the country— 
but to police the states. That is 
the corner stone of the republican 
party. It believes-in foree, in a strong 
central power. Opposed to this 1s the 
democratic theory that includes “a 
well-disciplined miilitia.” Eyen the 
democratic members from Texas do not 
want alarger army than we have at 
present; they want a better distribu- 
‘ion of it. The house bill secures this, 
while it exposes the tricks of the army 
clique that is trying to secure more 
troops on the pretence that there are 
not enough to defend the Texas 
border. | 

The house has expressed the will of 
the majority. It should stand firmly 
by its first appropriation bill, which 
initiates the policy of reform and re- 
trenchment, to which the dem-~ 
ocratic party is solemnly pledged. 
Soldiers for police purposes are 
not wanted, while a material reduc 
tion of taxes is wanted, Let the work 
ol cutting down go on, Let us get beck 
to simple constitutional methods.

| bid for the capita: in 1868 has been 
| made to play in the present discussion 
—a deprecation to which we have 
given some attention elsewhere in these 
voiumas, cais for ‘fone sound reason”’ 
why At.anta should continue to be the 
capital of Georgia. Why the demand 
of the editors is so limited in its nature 
is more than we can understand, but 
presuming that it has its origin in mod 
esty rather than in any inability on 
their part to grapple with more than 
oue sound reason at a time, we take 
pleasure in submitting several for their 
consideration. We bey, therefore, to 
call the attention of our friends, the 
editors, to the fact that, among other 
reasons equally sound, Atlanta should 
remain the capital — 

1. Because no reason based either on 
proof or argument has yet been given 
in favor of a removal. 

2. Because not one of the arguments 
advanced in favor of Atlanta have been 
coutroverted. 

3. Because at the very lowest esti- 
mate the immediate cost of removal 
will be more than half a million of 
dollars—an unnecessary and useless 
expense that will have to be footed by 
the tax-payers. 

4. Because the cost of retaining the 
capital in Atlanta will be absolutely 
nothing so far as the state is concerned. 

5. Becaus3 Atlanta proposes to build 
and donate to the state a new capitol 
worthy of Georgia and of her commer. 
cial metropolis. 


6. Because there is no argument in 
tavor of Milledgeville that may not be 
applied with tenfoid more truth and 
force in favor of Atlanta. 

7. Because Atlanta isthe commer- 
cial, political and railroad centre of the 
slaie. 

&, Because it is inthe interest of pub~ 
lic «economy, convenience and comfort 
to retain the capital in its present lo- 
eation. The facilities for the avcom- 
modation of the government, the leg- 
islature and the ‘people in Atlanta are 
greater aod therefore cheaper. 

¥. Because the enlarged state gov- 
ernment cannot be properly accommo~ 
dated in Miltedgeville _ without the ex- 
peaditure of large sums of the people’s 
money. 

10. Because the expenses of the 
staie administration, limited as they 
are under the new constitutioa, would 
be no more in Atlanta than in Mil- 
ledgeviile - minus, be it remembered, 
the cost of removal. 

11. Because according to the undispu. 
ted showing of Col. Thomas J. Sim-
